parts of this country at the ptesent 
time, according to a statement of 
tho Women's Bureau, just pub 
lislied in the annual repnrt of the 
Department of Jjabor," the

by the bureau that this prejudice 
exists largely because of a lack ol 
understanding of the problems 
surrounding the wife and mother 
who leaves her honte .to add to the 
family's income. The men workers

that they, who have no means ot 
support other than their own ef- 
forts, ure losing their job! to these 
women, who should be depending 
upon their husband's earnings and 
not asking for a .greater share Of 
community wealth. Social fear for |

Vhen the mother goes out ot it in 
this fashion also adds to the burden 
of prejudice she must carry. 


Studies that have been made to 


date have shown that these prej- 
udices ure not always reasonable, 
as the bulk of married women who 
work do so from necessity.
